Pracernvitre, Dec. 22, 2 yp. w.—The 
Mountain Democrat, extra, says: We re- 
ceived tho following startling intelligence 
last night, after the paper had been worked 
off. Rocky Canon, the place of the trage- 
dy, is a deep ond almost inaccessible canon, 
about forty miles north of this place, near 
Todd’s Valley, and uninhabited. 

Rooxy Canon, Dec. 20, 1854—No_ offi 
cer having been within a convenient distance 
to attend to a case of emergency that has 
just happened near our isolated camp here, 
we constituted ourselves a coroner’s jury, 
and held an.inquest over the bodies of twelve 
men that were killed within a mile of sour 
camp, oo the 19th--insts, a full account of 
which we deemed. it our duty to. publish. 
Three of the members were eye-wilness to 
the whole scene, though too far off to give 
aid in any way, and the rest of us can readi- 
ly vouch for their veracity. On yesterday, 
19th inst., three men, who afterwards proved 
to bea Mr, James ©. McDonald of Alabama, 
now deceased, a Dr, Bolivar A. Sparks, of 
Mississippi, and. Captain Jonathan R. Da- 
vis of South Carolina, were traveliog on toot 
on a trail within a mile of our camp, to pros- 
pecta vein of gold-bearing quartz, some 
twenty or thirty miles. north of this place 
As they were passing the base of a mountain, 
three of us being on a hunting expedition on 
its side, sawa party of men who were con- 
‘cealed in the bushés near the trail spring up 
and commence firing at them. Mr. McDo- 
nald had fallen dead. He was within. pis- 
tol shot before he was even aware of his 
danger. Sparks shot (wice at the bandit, 
and then fell severely wonnded, 

In the mean time, Capt. Davis who was 
the first to commence’shooting in defence of 
himself and party, in an instant after the 
first volley of the robbers, being still un- 
burt, kept Up an incessant firing upon them 
with bis revolver. every ball forcing ils vic~ 
tim to bite the dust, until all the loads of 
both parties seemed to have been discharg- 
ed. The only surviving robbers made « 
charge upon Capt. Davis with bowie knives, 
and one with a short sword or gabre. Capt 
Davis stood firmly on his ground until they 
rushed up abreast of him, within about four 
steps.
